During the past four years. England has 


exerci her pretensions of being mistress 
of the sea in a particularly safe and econom- 
ical manner, She has been making war up- 
on our commerce through such desperate 
agents as were to be found in the rebel 
States. So far as the results to our merchant 
marine are congerned, we might as well 
have been at war with Great Britain for the | 
last three or four years,.as at peace with her. | 
The only vessels of war which have disturbed | 
our ships upon the séas have been those that 
were built, manned and equipped in Eng- | 
land. The only nation in the world to be} 
benefitted by the destruction of our carrying | 
tradc is that of Great Britain.
